As many of you know, | had the unique 
opportunity to travel this past October. | was 
asked to go to India and Australia to give a 
series of lectures. My immediate thoughts 
were "...a unique DX opportunity!" 


| immediately asked my partner at work, who 
is from Pakistan, if it would be possible to visit 
his country too. | went about trying to get time 
off, set up a travel itinerary and obtain tickets, 
visas, hotels etc. Just when | thought 
everything was set up, Some embassies in 
Africa were bombed and shortly thereafter a 
suspect was arrested in Pakistan! Within a 
few days the US government issued a warning 
to US citizens to NOT travel in Pakistan, and 
in fact sent in extra planes and removed all 
non-essential personnel and civilians. Well, 
that part of the trip had to be scrapped. 


By the time | knew my new itinerary it was too 
late to get an Indian Amateur license (several 
months pre-departure). | inquired about an 
Australian license & | could do it via airmail 
(would take 3-6 weeks to obtain) & | would 
need notarized copies of my passport, license 
& about $35.00 US. Or, you could show up in 
person at a regional Radio Authority office & 
obtain one in person in a matter of a few 
minutes. | chose the latter. 


What to take? | decided on: original license, 
ICOM 706 & tuner, OB8 Outbacker antenna & 
tripod, 4 element 2 meter beam, rope & power 
supply. How to pack it? Radio, tuner & power 
supply went in carry-on. The rest plus a few 
other travel necessities went into a hard golf 
bag case. This was a great find for travelling! 
It protected everything great, though it 
managed to get a few inquisitive looks 
everywhere it went. 


As many of you know, we tried various 
schedules with Pittsburgh to try & talk. All to 
no avail initially. | worked Panama, Florida, 
Maryland, northwestern Pennsylvania, 
California, Tennessee, & Hawaii without 
problems. South Pacific, & Europe (long 
path) were great contacts. Well we changed 
the schedule a few times, | built a 20 meter 
dipole, changed the schedule a few more 


times, had a few great side trips on the off- 
radio times (available on the club's web page), 
& changed the schedule a few more times... 


Finally the big day of LEAVING Australia 
approached! Bob (AA3FI), & Frank (N3XI, ex 
KB3CXV) planned a marathon session my last 
evening (morning in Pittsburgh): no contact! 
Although | did hear Frank a time or two clear 
as a bell, he would fade out. 


Time for one last contact my morning of 
departure (your evening): we decided to use 
CW only, & try for 2 hours straight. | heard 
Bob briefly then Frank. | copied Franks report 
briefly but thought | must be wrong: RST 111. 
| then sent him my report and we soon lost 
each other. It was time to pack up the radio, 
antennas & drive to the airport in less than 1 


hour. Made it on time. The rest went into a 


golf bag... it 
protected everything 
great although it 


It was a great privilege to meet and operate 
with other Aussie hams and to try and contact 
the club here at home. Thanks for putting up 
with me & all the not-so-great propagation 
paths that month. It still was great fun & | 
would recommend taking your HF (or VHF) 
radio wherever you may travel. Many thanks 
to all the club members who participated on 
this end! | hope to give a presentation to all at 
one of our future meetings.
